The new dump is situated on the east side of the 
river and north of Huron St It is reached by a lane 
running alongside Dixon Pencil Co, Dumping hours 
are from 8 a.nt to 5 p.m. 

At a special meeting of the council and the garbage 

collectors last week, it w^s emphasized thtt gwbage 

trucks must be covered by tarpaulins when en route to 
the dump. "There have been many complaints of gar- 
bage dropping from trucks not so covered " Councillor 
A. V. Higginson, chairman of the property committee, 
stated. 'There must be a firm understanding that 
trucks will be covered in the future." 

One of the conditions of using the new dump is that 
wet and dry garbage be dumped separately. When told 
this, the garbage collectors protested that the public 
refused to co-operate in this respect They mix 
everything up regardless," council was told. "We must 
take a firm stand in this matter," said Mr. Higginson. 

"Anyone using the dump must tell Ernest Gardiner 
whose home is on the property as they go through the 
gate/* Mr. Higginson stated. "Mr. Gardiner is in 
charge up there and he must be told w^en the dump is 
being used."

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PLANNING IS NEEDED 

■ 

The sale of the property at the corner of Main 
and Water Sts. to an oil firm in Toronto is an 
illustration of what results from a lack of a 
definite long-range town planning scheme. At a 
lime when the construction of public buildings 
and provision for municipal facilities are being 
considered, the sale of a choice site gives an add- 
ed emphasis to what will happen if no definite 
policy is laid down. 

At a recent council meeting, an architect was 
called in to provide estimates on the proposed 
memorial auditorium. He was instructed to look 
over the possible sites for not only the auditor- 
ium but for other buildings the town will require 
in the future. The architect began his work 
under a heavy handicap since town-owned sites 
ctic scarce and lacking in space for parking. 
Tliey are widely scattered which would mean in- 
dividual healing plants instead of the much 
cheaper centra! heating. Tney are near the rail- 
road or else without Use central location which is 
necessary- Of all the municipally-owned sites, 
there are none which would permit the erection 
of a group of buildings and still meet the needs 
of parking space and central location. 

The architect's labors, under these circum- 
stances, are worse than useless. He can, of 
course, make do what is available but the results 
will be far from what would be desired. It 
would be similar to building a house of cards; he 
could continue to build within the framework of 
what exists but eventually the whole business 
will come tumbling down and have to be done 
again at a tremendous additional expense. 

What is needed are municipal ordinances which 
will provide for planned building. For example, 
the eventual widening of Main SL has been com- 
plicated by the lack of an ordinance preventing 
building too close to the road-line. Had such an 
ordinance Ix-en in effect in recent years, the re- 
modelling of stores on Main St. could have been 
done in such a way that there would be plenty 
of allowance for widening Main St. As it is, the 
widening of Main St. will involve setting back 
slorc fronts. 

Equally important is a plan of town buying and 
celling. The municipality owns the building 
where the present municipal offices are located. 
It owns the market square behind it, but the* 
ground on Botsford St. adjoining the end of the 
building was sold for the erection of a shop thus 
making the corner useless if the town decides to 
enlarge the building or tear it down and erect 
new quarters. 

The municipality might have bought the land 
north of ttotsford St. with a thought to expansion 
In that part of town. The land was bought by a 
business firm with the result that any expansion 
of parking facilities or the erection of municipal 
buildings north of the market square has been 
prevented. 

In effect, the lack of a building plan has 
caused the loss of opportunities and the throwing 
away of advantages which were possessed. An 
integrated building plan for the future, protected 
by municipal ordinances, is needed before New- 
market can enjoy the advantages of a properly 
placed public hall ano\ other public facilities.

MARKET SUPERVISION 

On Aug. 4, Urge eggs sold for 40 cents a dozen 
on the Newmarket market. The same day grade 
A large eggs sold for 55 cents a dozen on the 
Hamilton market; 53 cents on the St. Catharines 
market; 50 cents on the Brantford market; 48 
cents on the Guelph market; 52 cents on the Gait 
market; and 45 cents on the Woodstock market

Regional conditions might account in part for 
the wide difference in price but the bulk of fault 
fics in the lack of insistence on standards of 
f«aiity.

««ume that the lower price of ungraded eggs 
keep* down the price of graded eggs. This 
equally applies to ether produce. At the same 
time, taRgrwkd produce on the market does not 
meet tte Wfuirement* of the modem customer. 
Hi to MMMtoiiiid to buy only guaranteed pro- 

tt k not offered, he buy» elsewhere, 
cannot demand the sane margin 



of profit if he sells ungraded produce. 

If this condition "was an isolated instance which 
did not affect others, the market might just as 
well be left to eke out its days. However, a 
vigorous, supervised market is an advantage to 
everyone in the district. It is an advantage for 
the Main St, merchant, for the housewife, and for 
the farmer. It is a condition capable of wide- 
spread effects. If the market is eventually 
closed as it will be unless restorative measures 
are introduced, the Main St merchant, the 
housewife arid the farinef all suffer. 

A big market will bring more business to New- 
market and. the Main St merchant will benefit 
from his share^in it A market centre becomes 
the centre for trade in all other products. The 
housewife will benefit from the cheaper price, 
for with guaranteed products insisted on, there is 
still a considerable margin between the market 
price and the store price. The farmer will bene- 
fit in convenient outlet and a better price for his 
produce. The insistence on quality produce is a 
necessary step in providing these advantages. 

THE END OF LEND-LEASE 

Whatever the justification for President Harry 
S. Truman's directive bringing an end to Lend- 
Lc-ase activity, there is little doubt that it will 
seriously affect the economy of the recipients. 

Trie U.SJV, stand is that the recipients have no 
real cause for complaint since they have been 
repeatedly warned that Lend-L«ase would end 
with the cessation of hostilities. Spokesmen for 
England which has received the most benefit 
from Lend-Lease feel, on the other hand, that 

such an abrupt termination of Lend-Lease sug- 
gests a too literal interpretation of the phrase 
"end of hostilities." 

It will be many months, possibly years, before 
England can have a complete resumption of its 
pre-war economy. It was evidently assumed in 
England that the "cessation of hostilities" meant 
when England was. fully converted to the works 
of peace, when, for example, houses were being 
built through a normal industrial routine instead 
of under high pressure to meet the needs of 
bombecs. 

In reply to charges of harsh treatment from 
England, Leo Crowley, U.S.A. foreign economic 
administrator, pointed out that England had re- 
course to bank funds, and credits payable over a 
period of 30 years and carrying two and three- 
eighths percent interest England, however, has 
lost most of the export trade on which she 
depended before the war. It is questionable 
whether the country could revive that trade and 
at the same time be in a position to pay a heavy 
debt 

In a New York Times despatch from London, 
Hecbert L. Mathews suggests the possibility that 
the cessation of Lend-Lease and whether or not 
some other means of aid will be substituted will 
depend on England's agreement to American 
proposals regarding trade agreements. This 
would be most disquieting if true. Use of econ- 
omic pressure to force a decision would end for 
marly years any chance of international co-opera- 
tion at a time when such co-operation is a first 
requisite. 

England is America's outpost; she is the base 
from which any American operations in Europe 
must begin. She is a stationary aircraft carrier, 
a troopship, an armed fortress standing in the 
path of aggression from Europe. Without Eng- 
land as a base, it is doubtful whether the invasion 
of Europe could have been attempted for another 
ten years or more. England will always be 
America's anchor in Europe. If England becomes 
a poor nation, a bankrupt nation, she cannot ful- 
fill that function. It is in the interest of the 
United States to make every effort possible to 
ensure that England will prosper.

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TEMPERANCE EDUCATION 

(Free Press Herald, Midland) 

Forty years ago or so the government of the 
province of Ontario tried to do something to 
educate the children against the perils of alcohol- 
ism. 

There was a text book dealing with the health 
of the human body and the subject went by the 
name of "physiology." In the book, among many 
other interesting things, were lessons and pic- 
tures which depicted the effect on the stomach 
and other organs of excessive liquor drinking. It 
was good temperance propaganda and undoubt- 
edly kept many people from becoming addicts. 

When and why this textbook was discontinued 
we do not know, but it would be a safe guess 
that the liquor interests had something to do 
with it It interfered with their trade. 

Today the government is in the liquor business. 
Ii is sharing in the profits of a traffic that brings 
ruin to the bodies and souls of thousands of 
people. Men appointed as heads of the Ontario 
Liquor Board almost invariably end up by trying 
to push the sale of intoxicants rather than con- 
trol their use. They try to improve their finan- 
cial balance sheets and forget the physical and 
moral balance sheets of the people. 

We have hoped that Premier Drew would use 
some of the alleged profits of liquor sales to edu- 
cate the rising generation against the abuse of 
alcohol If somehow the idea could be imparted 
to the boys and girls of our generation that it is 
a shameful thing to get drunk, then a great for- 
ward step would be taken for the good of the 
people. The liquor interests themselves might 
well collaborate in an educational program of 
this kind, for if they are wise they must realize 
that increasing drunkenness will ultimately bring 
a demand for prohibition of the traffic 

The Ontario Educational association might 
well consider ways arid means of protecting the 
youth of the province against the steadily rising 
tide of alcoholism. Beverage rooms have made it 
easy for both boys and girls in their teens to get 
drunk for a lark, and once the habit is establish- 
ed it usually lasts a lifetime with dire conse- 
quences to the homes they will establish. 

We venture the suggestion to the O.ELA. that it 
should definitely demand of the Department, of 
Education a textbook and series of studies which 
will at least warn the boys and girls against the 
dangers of alcoholic over-indulgence. Our 
fathers were wiser than we are. We shall do 
well if we revive studies in physiology. 

It may appear inconsistent for a government to 
sell liquor in one department, and teach against 
its abuse in another, but surely the welfare of 
our youth is of more importance than cash and 
consistency.

The country was, as it 
always is, at its loveliest in Aug- 
ust and being new to me, I ab- 
sorbed its beauty and all the in- 
formation about the farms we 
passed from Mr. M. F. Starr, who 
was never too busy to take 
a carload to the Institute meet- 
ing. 

The grandmothers that day 
staged a return to school days, 

having a spelling match, a geo- 
graphy anil arithmetic lesson and 
sewed a fine seam as they were 
taught to do long ago.

Each year they 
depart farther from the tradition 
which forced the grandmothers 
of our era into a place where 
they could not participate in up 
to the minute activities. 

This year again the 14 grand- 
mothers in the traditional shawls 

and some bonneted, sang the old 
songs — I should not say old for 
they never grow old. Their 

youth, like the grandmothers', is 
renewed. 

Mrs. Elmer Starr gave a fine 
talk on the life of her mother. 
Mrs. Dike gave a reading that 
was enjoyed. Master Michael 
Murphy gave two splendid recita- 
tions—that boy will go far and 

make proud some grandmother's

The following article by Rob- 
ert Gemmcr with regard to solv- 
ing the alcohol problem appeared 
in the American Friend: 

In considering how to solve 
the increasingly difficult alcohol 
problem, one may tend to em- 
phasize one aspect of the solution. 
I personally feel that a total sol- 
ution of the alcohol problem re- 
Quires intense work in at least 
three areas: 

Remove Causes 

Remove the causes of drink- 
ing, through the increased use of 
psychiatrists to help problem 
drinkers, by increased slum 
clearance and otherwise bettering 
the conditions of the one-third of 
cur nation "ill-fed, ill-clothed and 
ill-housed"; by increase of whole- 
some forms of recreation, such 
as teen-age canteens" where 
youth may have a clean, good 
time without the presence of 
liquor; and by Christian people 
setting the right example by not 
drinking and by patronizing those 
places that do not sell alcoholic 
beverages. 

In many circles drinking has 
become "the thing to do". Soc- 
ial drinking, started thus, may 
lead to injury of others while 
under the influence of alcohol; 
immoderate drinking later on; 
and influencing others to drink 
by the example set. Thus mod- 
erate drinking must be opposed 
as well as immoderate drinking 
in a total solution of the alcohol 
problem. 

Educate 

Education as to the effects of 
the use of beverage alcohol. 
Such education hould be given 
in the schools, churches, homes, 

etc. 

Erect Guard Rail 

Removal of beverage alcohol 
itself. Education as to what 
alcohol does and removal of the 
causes for drinking and curing 
alcoholics are not enough. 
When a typhoid fever epidemic 
breaks out we not only cure the 
diseased people but we get rid 
of the polluted well. Everything 
that leads toward the ultimate 
elimination of beverage alcohol 
should be supported.

I do not advocate doing what 
we did in 1920. Dry sentiment 
had been increasing over a period 
of many decades so that, at the 
time of the passage of the pro- 
hibition amendment, half of the 
population and two-thirds of the 
territory were dry. The Eight- 
eenth Amendment was adopted 
by higher majorities than any 
previous or later amendment 
More states ratified it than have 
ratified any other amecdent. It 
was the will of the people. But 
what happened? 

Someone has said that good 
government is only one percent 
law and 99 percent administra- 
tion. This certainly proved true 
in the administration of the pro- 
hibition amendment One of the 
wettest men in the country, one 
of the United States distillery 
magnates, was appointed to en- 
force the law. He appointed an 
enforcement staff that predom- 
inantly had been formerly con- 
nected with the liquor business. 
Naturally the law was not en- 
forced.
